The office of city treasurer was de- 
clared a fiscal one and controlled by 
the constitutional facts two suc- 
cessive terms this morning by Circuit 
Judge William Red. when he deliver- 
ed his opinion In the suit of Mr. 
George Walters to oust OXy Treas- 
ured John J. Dorian. By reason of 
declaring the office a fiscal one. JudKe 
Reed held that Colonel Dorian could 
not succeed h'.meelf as city treasurer 
and that Mr. Walters waa elected 
leirally last November. The decision 
will not affect the present condition 
as a motion for a n>>w trial and rea- 
sons were filed thlsjjfternoon. and If 
overruled tomorrow by' Judge Reed, 
an appeal will be taken. The appeal 
will suspend tbe dechtion of Judge 
Reed, nnd Treasurer Ifcirlan will con- 
tinue to collect taxes and city revenue 
until th«» court of appeals gives a de- 
cision. 

In hid opinion. Judge Reed stated 
that the decision meant a construc- 
tion of section l»fl oi'the Kentucky 
statutes, and that in rendering a de- 
cision, he must be guided solely by 
hla own conception, as the court of 
apnea's had neve- paF~-.il on the sec- 
tion. 

Owing to the Interest in the case 
many attorneys and spectators were 
present to hear the decision. Cot 
Dorlsn was represented by Attorneys 
(Vice a Ross, while Mr. Walters was 
repre.cnt»d by Attorney Hetidrlck a 
Corbett. and .Wheeler, Hughes a 
Berry.

Washington, Jsn. 11. — In a vigor- 
ous message sent to congress today 
President Roosevelt declares the con- 
Iltlon of the penal and reformatory 
institutions of the national capital to 
•>e about as bad as can be, and recom 
.nends Immediate and generous legis- 
lation to correct the crying evils. 

The message Is based upon the re- 
port handed him by a commission, 
consisting of Judge Wendell P. Staf- 
ford. John Joy Edson and Robert V. 
l>a Dow. the appointment of which 
was recommended by congress, and 
which, after a thorough examination 
of the various Institutions of the Dis- 
trict of Colombia, made a tour of In- 
spcctlon of soma of the principal 
cities of the country Tor the purpose 
of finding the most approved meth- 
ods of caring for the wards of the 
public. The result of the commis- 
sion's la'bors is the recommendation 
of a radical change In the system now 
In vogue, and Includes the conversion 
of the present Jail Into a house of 
detention; the establishment of a 
reformatory and a work house, each 
upon a thousand acres farm, where 
he Inmates can be employed In shops 
and upon agricultural work; and the 
adoption of a parole law and a proba- 
tionary system. 

The president comments upon the 
fart that tbe Jail and work house 
nrjw In use are frightfully overcrowd- 
ed. "In most cases," he says, "two 
or three prisoners are confined In a 
single cell nqt large enough for 
one." and. in regard to the fact that 
an the prisoners of the Jail are matn- 
tsined In Idleness, he says, "They be- 
long, moreover, to a class of prison- 
ers that specially need and dread to 
be put to work." 

Discussing the overcrowding of 
prisoners and the compulsory associa- 
tion of the Innocent with the guilty, 
the commission says: "That men and 
women should toe sent to these nar- 
row and rowded cells, tbe Innocent 
with the cullty. the first offeadev 
with the hardened criminal, in one 
promiscuous assembly, to corrupt and 
be corrupted by each other, the laxy 
to he humored and fostered in their 
laziness, the industrious to be de- 
prived of every form of employment, 
to be fed like beasts and maintained 
at tbe public charge, not only with 
no prospect of Improvement in their 
condition but with the moral cer- 
tainty that they will come out far 
worse than they went In, Is a fact 
that has become a stench In the nos- 
trils of tbe whole community an! 
ought to be felt as a shame and dis- 
grace to the whole nation whose rep- 
resentatives are responsible for ita 
existence." 

In spite of the progress made hv 
civlllxation. the commission finds tha 
general situation gloomy In the ex- 
treme. "The confession must be 
made that society Is still In a state of 
siege," says the report. "If we doubt 
It we have only to notice the bars 
and bolts on every hand, the watch- 
man, the policeman, everywhere. 
After four thousand years of social 
order of one sort or another, after 
two thousand years of Christianity. It 
Is still the fact thst those who bav*> 
must maintain their possession by 
force of the threat of force. The 
mailed hand of government Is over 
. very house and shop and bank vault 
in the civilised world, and apparent- 
ly It must be so for centuries to 
come. The criminal problem 
be looked upon as practically pern 
nent."
